HOW DO YOO GET

ASKS THE-PRESIDENT 


Boston, Mass., June 21.—How a ser­ 
geant of te Motor Transport Corps 
American Expeditionary Forces, told 
President Wilson over the telephone to 
“lay off that stuff” and was otherwise 
‘‘fresh and sassy” is related in the 
Steering Wheel, the journal 
of the 
corps, a copy of which has just reach­ 
ed here. 
The article follows: 
“There’s an M 
T. C. sergeant in 
Paris who is drowning slowly 
hut 
surely in the sea of 
despond. 
He 
doesn’t dare to come up for air or 
even to lift one hand above the sur­ 
face and feebly wave for help. 
“ He’s a sergeant-dispatcher in the 
Paris M. T. C. office. One of his duties 
is to keep tab on the automobile as­ 
signed to President Wilson. When he 
wants to give instructions to the driv­ 
er of this car he often calls up the 
President’s residence in Paris and has 
the ‘Paris White 
House’ 
orderly— 
whom the sergeant knows well—call 
the driver to the phone. 
‘‘The other day he called up. Pres­ 
ident Wilson happened to he standing 
near the phone and himself answered 
the ring 
“The President speaking,” 
he said crisply. 
“Say,’ said the M. T. C. sergeant 
at the other end of the line; ‘how in 
h — do you get that way, anyhow ? 
You just lay off that, stuff, fellow. Get 
outside. 
Whistle to the driver of No. 
4 car and tell him to come a runnin’ 
to this phone. Get m e?’ 
“But,” said President Wilson in a 
tone that would make any one sit up 
and take notice; “this IS the Presi­ 
dent.” 


Sanders walked the mile in 8 min­ 
utes and 36 seconds. 
He started with 
a rush and was never headed, finish­ 
ing far in the lead of Cummings, of 
Goodyear, former Akron champion, to 
whom first place was conceded long 
before the big field meet. By winning 
the mile walk, Sanders 
will probably 
he chosen to 
represent Miller 
A. A., 
in the mile-walk at the A. I, A. A. 
meet July 4, at Gary, Ind. 
Sanders is 
known in Akron as the 
whistling soldier. 
He was discharged 
recently from the service, but before 
entering the army had a reputation 
as a whistler and as a singer. Since 
coming back from the army, where 
the long army hikes probably prepar­ 
ed him for a champion walker, San­ 
ders has taken up athletics and lias 
won new honors for himself. 
Representatives from fifteen factor­ 
ies competed in the big meet, and by 
winning Sanders was awarded a solid 
gold medal When he had crossed the 
tape in front of his adversary, Miller 
rooters carried their champion from 
the track, the Mayor pinned on the 
medal he won, and later the girls of 
the rubber company gave him a ban­ 
quet. 
Later Mr. Sanders saw him­ 
self win the mile

One great 
admirer of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt never had but one black mark 
against him, and that was in the w ay 
he “took” the Panama canal str ip .; 
Sixteen years have elapsed since the j 
people of Panam a, by a sudden revo- i 
lutionary movement* seperated them ­ 
selves from Colombia, set up a re- j 
publican form of 
governm ent, and I 
seventy-tw o hours afterward • were^ 
recognized by the governm ent of the j 
United States. 
For 
a long 
tim e 
our country had been trying to get 
the canal zone by treaty with Co-, 
lombia but 
w as unable to 
m ake) 
term s to suit. 
Now, however, it soon 
made term s with Panam a 
and the 
latter country got the m oney instead j 
of Colombia. 
Panama .was weak and 
Colombia | 
was strong. 
But when 
C olom bian, 
troops sailed to fig h t Panam a and 


bring it into 
subjection, 
President j 
Roosevelt sent American., w arships to j 
intervene in behalf of Panama, and 
R oosevelt got the canal strip. 
But while the canal w as built and 
w as opened to the world, the prestige 
of the 
United 
S tates 
throughout 
Latin-Am erica 
suffered 
a d eclin e.’ 
Repeatedly Colombia asked for p a y -1 
m ent of dam ages, 
but 
again 
and ( 
again was turned down by the Senate 
of the United States. 


Today all is changed. 
The United I 
States and Colombia have just reach­ 
ed an agreem ent whereby the d iffi­ 
culties and strained relations between 
the two countries w ill be rem oved - 1 
And the Senate Foreign 
R elations! 
Comm ittee is about to report fa v o r -1 
ably a new treaty giving Colombia j 
$25,000,000 for her rights in the canal 
zone. 
The treaty contains no expression 
of regret or apology that differences 
have arisen between the tw o coun­ 
tries. 
Such a proposal was included 
when the treaty w as being n egotiat­ 
ed by the T aft adm inistration, when 
Philander C. Knox was Secretary of 
State, and it was included again when 
President W ilson, through Secretaries 
Bryan and Lansing, made repeated e f­ 
forts to get the treaty through the 
Senate. 


But the 
influence 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt kept the pact from being 
ratified. 
He considered that regret 
or apology was an admission of com ­ 
plicity by the United States in the 
revolutionary m ovement 
by 
which 
Panama w as born. 
He vigorously denied all such in­ 
sinuations in a special 
m essage to j 
Congress in 1904, though afterward , 
he did say in a public address. 
“I i 
took Panama and talked about it af- J 
terward.” 
This has since been regarded as an J 
admission of 
seizure, though 
his j 
friends have justified that course on ' 
the ground that Colombia was block- I 
ing a great enterprise by holding up j 
the United S tates for a bigger price. 
The paym ent of the $25,000,000 to I 
Colombia, at this late date, is only a I 
reasonable com pensation for dam ages J 
actually suffered, dam ages that ought 
to be paid, no m atter what theory one 
adopts in regard to the action of the 
United States or the action of Co- j 
lombia in 1903.” 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
! 


N ational reconstruction work may 
soon begin in earnest. 
The first re­ 
construction m easure taken up by the 
new C ongress is expected to be Sec­ 
retary Lane’s 
plan for 
providing 
farm s for soldiers and sailors, which 
failed to pass in the closing hours of 
the last session. 
Republican leaders 
have agreed 
to push the 
measure, 
which is now greatly am plified and 
improved. 
The initial appropriation 
m ay be as 
much as 
$500,000,000. 
That is a big sum 
of money, but 
none too big fbr the 
work in con­ 
tem plation. 


The scheme is one calculated to ap­ 
peal to the im agination as well as 
the business 
sense o f the 
nation. 
There is nothing petty or sectional 
about it, and no taint of special class 
interest. 
The land reclam ation pro­ 
gram covers 
the 
whole 
country. 
W estern arid lands are to be irri­ 
gated, northern out-over lands are to 
be cleared and broken and southern 
swam p lands are to he drained. 
It 
w ill be in every case a creative un­ 
dertaking— the turning 
to produc­ 
tive, human use of land 
now lyin g 
idle- 
And the details seem admirably 
fitted to appeal to the men concerned. 
Soldiers and sailors are to be em ­ 
ployed at regular w ages for the hard 
prelim inary work required— building 
dams, diggin g 
canals and 
ditches, 
blowing out stum ps, 
etc., and 
the 
const ruction of the necessary roads and 
buildings. 
Then, when the farm s are 
created, they w ill be allowed to pick 
out their own, m aking the first pay­ 
m ent out of their w age savings, and 
paying the rest over a period of 40 
years, with 4 per cent interest on the 
principal. 
Thus the three greatest 
d ifficulties usually faced by hom e­ 
steaders w ill be obviated— the farm s 
will be re^d^-made and productive at 
the start, there 
will be plenty 
of 
tim e for payrrient,'and there w ill be 
no exorbitant interest charges. 
No less admirable is the co-opera­ 
tive settlem ent idea proposed by Sec­ 
retary Lane. 
The farm houses,, arg 
not trvbe separated, in the usual w ay, 
with the resultant loneliness and in­ 
convenience that have driven so many 
people from the country to the city. 
H ouses w ill be grouped, as far as 
possible, and com m unity centers e s­ 
tablished. providing social life, good 
schools, and facilities fojr co-operative 
m arketing, stock-breeding, etc. 
It is 
expected that in th is w ay the main 
essentials of city life can actually be 
furnished in rem ote rural sections. 
The Interior 
Departm ent 
already 
has 40,000 
applications for 
farms- 
Thousands more will pour rn as soon 
as the eligible citizens learn of the 
opportunities to be afforded 
them. 
If this enterprise is taken up prom pt­ 
ly and handled in the liberal w ay now 
indicated, it w ill solve a pressing un­ 
em ploym ent problem, give the war 
veterans w hat they deserve and prove 
in the end a big paying investm ent for 
the nation.
